For there is no possible 
doubt on this day of the Double 
Tenth, 1937, that the blandly ag- 
gressive attitude of Japan has 
hastened tho dovolopment of 
China's nationalism and unity as 
no-other influence could have

Statesmanship 
And Foresight 


Again, Chiang Kal-shek’s wise 
atatesmanship and forcsight have 
been a vital factor. China fights 
to-day confident that she will out- 
last Japan's capacity, to continue 
the war. And her .confidence 
derivea from the policy of Chiang 
Kai-shek since 1932, conserving 
China’s resources, slowly and 
surely building up an efficient 
military machine. 

Japan struck, possibly, before 
the Genecralissimo’s programme 


had been completed, but not be- - 


fore he had placed China in a 
position where she could fight 
and fight with a unity, gallantry 
and resource which has negatived 
every Japancso attempt to force a 
speedy result, and which {s gain- 
ing effictency with grim experi- 
ence, 

Long sight at least must be 
allowed a man who could give 
up the Presidency of o great 
country when he had just attain- 


+ ed it; something moro than desire 


for material gain to a man who 
could mako a million dollars: on 
the Shanghai Stock Exchange, as 
Chiang did, and then surrender it 
to Sun Yat Sen one He national 
cause. 

Chiang Kaf-shok novor Imew. 
his father, who dled when he was 
two years ‘old.. Ho was born 
in 1888 in a villago in tho Pro- 
vinco of Chekiang, and brought 
up among his mother’s rolativos, 
Ningpo tradesmen. Chekinang at 
that time supplied 40 scholarship 
atudenta a year to the National 
Military Academy at Paoting.

In Tokyo 
From Paoting he went with a 
Government scholarship to the 
Tokyo Military College, then 
shining in the reflected glory 
won by Japaneso arms in tho 
Russo-Japanese War. The 1911 
revolution broke out as he was 
about to gradunte. He dashed 
back to China and was given the 
command of a riff-raff revolu- 
‘tionary battalion which brought 
no particular honour either to 
him or to itself. . 
Tho Yuan Shih-kai regime, 
too, proved a disappointment, 
Chiang drifted out of revolution- 
nry politica and into the lower 
strata of business in Shanghai. 
An sounaatisfactory | Hfe in 
Shanghai ended withthe failure 
of the accond revolution in 1913, 
The failure made a deep impress- 
sion on Chiang. He left China 
again for Tokyo, thero met Sun 
/¥at Sen, and became Sun's de- 
voted slave. When Sun- went 
back to Kwangtung in 1917,

Moscow ‘ ; 

In 1928 Sun sent him to Mos- 
cow for six months, to study the 
organisation of the . Red Army 
and Kuomintang. On his return 
he mado a report on tho Com- 


munfist system which was large- - 


ly responsible for the catablish- 
ment of tho principle of party 
dlctatorship in the Kuomintang, 
and was mode head of the party 
Military Academy at Whampoa, 
- Across thd river from Canton. 
The Whampoa. Academy was 


oficered partly by Kuomintang 
members of undiluted allegiance, 
partly by Sovict advisers whom 
Chiang had’ brought back with 
him from Moscow. It war a great 
success. It provided the cadres 
of Kuominchun, or Chinese Na- 
tlonat Army, a force superior in 
morale to‘any that had existed in 
China for many years. 

The Kuominchun’s successes 
in the troubled years from 1923 
to 1928 were not invariable, and. 
not always gained while Chiang 
was in command. But they wore 
enough, and in sufficient meaaure 
due to the spirit with which he 
had inspired the Whampoa endet, 
to raise his prestige to a helsht 
from which it has never’ since 
fallen, 


Political 
Record 


His political is not so clear as 
his military record. From early 
days he was suspect to the Left 
Wing of the Kuomintang. After’ 
the establishment of the prepon- 
derantly Left Wing Nationalist 
Government at Hankow ho seems 
to have done hin best to juatify 
ita suspicions, Coming to Shany- 
hal, rich war-chest of the revolu- 
tion, he got into tonch with Chany 
Ching-chinng, an old | revolue 
tionary friend, and through him 
with the influential Chinese bank- 
era. With their ald he extablish- 
ed a rival government at Nanking 
in 1927. 

Chiang: barely survived the 
birth of his government. Soon 
after he was defeated in the fictd, 
resigned his command, and for the 
third time took the Tokyo road, 
As he took with him a not incon- 
siderable fortune, it was general- 


—ly_prophesiod-that he had left 


China for good. Vaulting a sin- 
cere love of his country he put the- 
prophets in the wrong. 


Government. 


Reorganisation 

In January, 1928, the Nanking 
Government was reorganised, In 
February Chiang was reappoint- 
ed Commander-in-Chief %of the 
Nationalist Armies, In Octobor, 
having in the meantime made 
Proposals for the disbandment 
of overgrown armies which 
Pleased tho Chinese financiers, he 
became President of the State 
Council, that is, effectively, Pro- 
sident of the Ropublic. 

Such, but for a brief interval 
when he again resigned office at 
the demand of Left Wing Can- 
tonesc, he hans remained since 
growing in prestige as his aims 


become clearer to his country--| 


men, 

From the moment that Gener- 
alissimo Chiang -Kaf-shek sori- 
ously stepped out upon: the poli- 
“tical stage, he succeeded fn burat- ; 
ing the dead wrapping of the 
past asunder. The  natifonal 
.movement began. The now life 
appeared. Modern leadership 
emorged triumphantly. Under 
it a series of reforms have been 
introduced, which will undoubted- 
ly save Chinn to-day. : 

Even. his’ bitterest political 
opponents havé always conceded 
to Generalissimo .Chiang tho 
credit of being the heart and 
soul of the reform‘ movement. 
Much, ff not most of what has 
been accomplished during tho last 
few years can be traced directly 
and indirectly to his influence, 
support and initiative. 
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HE answer to the question 
Can China fight a long war? 
demands consideration of a 
variety of differing suppositiona. 
In the foreground: ‘stands the 
questions whether, if Japan gots 
control of Shanghai, she will al- 
low it to resume its normal avo- 
cations, including those of the 
Inspectorate seneral of Customa, 
which turns over the revenue col- 
lected at the treaty porta to the 
Chinese Government. The mero 
fact of Japan's obtaining control 
of the most important commer- 
cial and financial centre in China 
need not end the war. “On the 
other hand, the use which she do- 
cided to make of Hét'’ control 
would affect it greatly. 


Thus in order to minimise the 
chances of complications with 
other Powers Japan might decide 
to allow the port to resume its 
commercial functions. But in 
that case China would enjoy con- 
tinued ability to import supplies, 
which would greatly increaso her 
capacity to maintain a prolonged 

‘struggle. Assuming that the 
military remained in control’ of 
the situation, they would prob- 
‘ably risk. complications with 
other Powers and stop: the trade 
of the port or at least endeavour 


to Hmit it both quantitatively and | 


qualitatively, stopping, for exam- 
ple, the Import of everything of 
military value and ‘Hmiting the 
area into which other goods could 
pass. Such limitation, however, 
“would automatically creato-a dif- 
ficult smuggling problem. It 
would not be casy to throw an 
effective preventive cordon round 
Shanghal, 


With the exception of Kowloon, 
Lappa, Ganton, Kongmoon, Lui- 
chow, Kiungchow, and  Pakhol, 
Japan is in a position to establish 

-—though not without severe strug- 
gles—tcontrol over'all-the const 
ports, An attempt to do thia at 
Kowloon, Lappa, .Canton, or 
Kongmoon would inevitably bring 
her into collision with Great Bri- 


‘tain at Hong’ Kong, while an at-‘ 


tempt to do {t at Luichow, Kiung- 
chow, and Pakhoi would be-Hable 
to bring.her in- collision with 
France. The revenue collected

_aind efficient organisation for pro- 


curing such blood.

¥rom this another interesting 
question is asked by the profes- 
sor — could not some tissues or 
organs from a dead body be trans- 
ferred to the living and continue 
to function normally? 


“The solution of the problem 
would not only ‘be of the great- 
est biological interest, but might 
also disclosc wide prospects to 
practical surgery,” the professor 
says.

practice is quite common with the 
Chinese. Counter-irritation is 
regularly’ employed by them, the 
most noticed form being the pin- 
ching of the skin of the forehead 


‘when suffering from a headache,

This accounts for any red- weals 
rather resembling bruises, which 
you may have noticed” on your 
rickshaw puller’s face or forehead. 

The rubbing of the opposite 
eye, when you have got a cinder 
in the other eye, to remove it. 
is also a common practice, Whilst 
it is, better that the cinderless cye 
should’ be ‘rubbed rather than the 
injured eye, the effect is nil. Act- 
ually the eyes should not be rubbed 
for the simplest way to remove 
uny foreign dody, in to pull the 
upper lid over the lower one 80 
that the Inshes of the latter may 
sweep away the cinder etc, from 
beneath the upper lid, where it 
is almost sure to have lodged. An- 
other measure is to put a drop 
of castor oil into the eye, which 
in being swept across the eye by 
the movement of the Ild will often 
carry the offender with it. Should 
both these methods fail, the up- 
per lid can be gently turned over 
on a toothpick covered with cot- 
ton. Tho foreign body will then 
be easily seen and it can bo re- 
moved with sterilised cotton dip- 
ped in boric acid solution. It fs 
essential that the utmost clean- 


liness be- observed when this 


method. is employed. .

These terma, so far as we know 
thom, are not ns savage as hec- 
toring Empires usually exact. 
Mussolini would have claimed an 
indemnity. But they did = mean 
that the opel Province, with 
Poking and Tientsin, would ceane 
to be effectively a part of China. 

‘If Japan could quarter her own 
troops there; if she could order 
China’s armies out; if she could 
deal with General Sung about its 
aairs without reference to Nan- 
king, it wan already n Japanese 
dependency and not a Chfhese 
province. “ 

But at this point the unexpecr- 
ed happened. The Chinese 29th 
Army refused to withdraw. 

It is not a body of automata, 
{t fought, gallantly, six years ago, 
and, though Hl-armed, gave the 
Japanese much trouble. It has its 
pride. 

At the moment of writing, not 
much, save bloodshed and ruin, 
has cone of resistance, for thn 
Japanese have seized the main 
etrategical pointa. 


What Of Britain? 


One may assume that the Jap- 
anese Civil Government docs not 
want general war; one js Jess sure 
of the soldiers. It talks of 
“punitive” operations, and invites 
the Chinese to join {t In foster- 
ing “Oriental culture.” 

That is a term which few of 
us would use’ to deserlbe the 
bombing of Chinese universities. 
But all the known facts suggest 
that its policy fs not to cruslt 
China, but to swallow it in slices. 

Secondly, Japan. must occasion- 
-ally recollect that the Western 
Powers exist. They will tolerate 
much, but not necessarily every- 


. thing. 


All Mr. Eden did at the out- 
break of this crisis was to plead 
with both stdes to keep the peace. 


- The rest of us are of opinion that 


there was only one aggressor. 
Since the League begged ‘both 
Abyssinia and Italy to desist from 


. the use of polson gas, there has 


been no more shining example of 
moral cowardice. 

Finally, what of the Chinese 
Republic itself? Dare it continue 
to risk a general engagement with 
Japan? 

It has plenty of cannon-fodder, 
but not too many cannon. 

Ite strength and cohesion are, 
however, growing. 


Riddle Of Moscow 


At this polnt my ‘ignorance 
overwhelms me. After the mys- 
terlous. kidnapping of Marshal 
Chiang by a pro-Communist War 
Lord, we were told that he made 
his peace with the Communists. 

It was said, further, that this 
party consented to drop its Com- 
munism, and to wage the class- 
war no longer against landlords 
and usurers.. Its armies’ aro sald 
to have been embodied in the 
Republican formations. 

Now if this be truc—and the 
best experts accept it—Chincse 
Communism is no longer a rival 
to Nanking and Japan faces a 
now and vigorous enemy in addi- 
tlon to the Gencralissimo’s train- 
ed battalious.

Behind the stout-hearted resis- 
tance of the Chinese troops, on 
the Shanghai front in particular, 
lies a story of ten years of unre- 
Ientless ‘training, both on the 
parade ground and in tho fleld 
training unaccompanied by the 
glare of publicity, training which 
haa gone on steadily and surely 
and has now reached the time 
when ita results have startled the 
whole world, 

In this training, foreign mili- 
tary advisers have played an im- 
portant part, but the yulding

eralissimo. 


Generalissimo 
Justified 

General Chiang has long fore- 
seen the present struggle and haa 
steadily prepared the new armica 
of the Republic for their first 
and vital major war. 

Five years ago he was present- 
ed with an opportunity to throw 
troops into the fighting against 
the Japanese in the first Shang- 
hai “war.” 

Wisely, the Generalissimo re- 
fused to risk a military machine 
not yet ready, and to-day the de- 
cision of the leader of the march 
from Canton in 1926 has been 
proved to be justified.

His despatch of a mission from

There. ix, however, a clear neces-

Of all the names that China will 
remember with honour to-day in 
none more than that of Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen, the Chineso National Father, 
whose life was entirely devoted to 
‘an ideal and spent in selfless ser- 
vice to China, 

He, like many other men of his 
time, was struck by the weakness 
and miseries of China after the 
Sino-French and the Sino-Jap- 
anese Wars of 1884 and 1894 res- 
pectively. The thought of  at- 
tempting the overthrow of the 
Manchu Emperors had long been 
surrent amongat overseas Chinese, 
especinily those in the Straits, 
Honolulu and Amerien, and after 
che Boxer uprising these ideas 
dauned in strength. In the mean- 
time Dr. Sun Yat-sen wan nursing 
ais plans for the coming revolu- 
tion. :

A premature, Hl-prepared —at- 
tempt at revolution was mnde, and 
faited in 1896. Sun Yat-sen fled 
tor his life, guing successively to 
Japan, Honolult and America, and 
thence to Eurepe. While in Eng- 
land he underwent one of the most 
thrilling experiences of his life, 
when he waa arrested by sume of 
the servants of the Chineso. Lega- 
thon and held prisoner for a week 
while the Legation officiala waited 
for a chance to amuggie him away 
to Chinn. He was saved by the 
efforts of Dr. Canttie, his former 
tutor at the Hong Kong Medical 
College, who ‘successfully moved 
the British Government to Jjater- 
vene fu the affair on bis behatt. 

In the course of his stay in 
Europe, Dr. Sun formulated his 
fumous Three Principles, the chief 
of which is to give China Inde- 
pendence and equality with other 
vations of the world. 

In 1906 he was back in Japan, 
where a conference with other re- 
volutionary leaders was held, but 
it was not until 1911 that the final 
success was achieved.
